Amendment 

The amendment timely filed on October 4, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2, 4-12, 14-22, and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sezan et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,236,395 ('Sezan') in view of Kelts, 
U.S. Patent Application No. 2001/0030667 ('Kelts"). 

Sezan discloses: 

As to claims 1,11, and 21, 

searching the media sources for content and metadata based on a search 
criteria; See 7:15-67; 8:1-30; 9:8-25; 

parsing the metadata received from the plurality of media sources, wherein the 
parsing is performed in real-time : from the sources; See 9:8-25; 

receiving user preference information from a user; See 5:10-31; 10:38-65;

Sezan discloses the claimed invention except for the receiving preference from a 
content service provider and sending the integrated content and metadata to the 
content service provider. Kelts teaches that it is known to receive preference from a 
content service provider and sending the integrated content and metadata to the 
content service provider. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to receive preference from a content service 
provider and sending the integrated content and metadata to the content service 
provider as taught by Kelts, since Kelts states at paragraphs [0103-0107] that such a 
modification would allow different presentation devices and different user preferences to 
be user-specific and managed by the system. 

As to searching multiple media sources (plurality of information sources) for content 
(various content sources) and metadata (music, video or the like); See Kelts: Abstract. 
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As to claims 2, 12, and 22, 

providing the integrated content and the metadata to an information presenter; 
See 5:10-31; 9:8-25; 10:38-65; 12:1-67; 26:40-67; 27:1-48. 

As to claims 4, 14, and 24, 

wherein the plurality of media sources comprise television programs, Internet 
broadcasts, and web pages; See 1 1 :6-21. 

As to claims 5, 15, and 25, 

passing the metadata resulting from the parsing and an associated content to an 
information integrator using an extensible markup language (XML); See 14:41-67. 

As to claims 6, 16, and 26, 

passing the metadata resulting from the parsing and an associated content to an 
information integrator via an Application Programming Interface (API); See 12:48-55. 



As to claims 7, 17, and 27, 

wherein the content is associated with one or more metadata descriptions; See 



5:10-31; 9:8-25; 10:38-65; 12:1-67; 26:40-67. 
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As to claims 8, 18, and 28, 

wherein the one or more metadata descriptions are created by a mulit-modal 
analysis engine : See Figs. 2-3, and 13; 5:10-31; 9:8-25; 10:38-65; 12:1-67; 26:40-67. 

As to claims 9, 19, and 29, 

wherein the multi-modal analysis engine comprises one or more of the following: 
a video analyzer, an audio analyzer, and a digital analyzer; See Figs. 2-3, and 13; 5:10- 
31; 9:8-25; 10:38-65; 12:1-67; 26:40-67. 

As to claims 10, 20, and 30, 

storing the integrated content for access by the user; See Figs. 2-3, and 13; 5:10- 
31; 9:8-25; 10:38-65; 12:1-67; 26:40-67. 

Claims 1-2, 4-5, 7-12, 14-15, 21-22, 24-25, and 27-30 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sull et al. U.S. Patent Publication No. 
2002/0069218 ('Sull') in view of Kelts, U.S. Patent Application No. 2001/0030667 
('Kelts").

As to claims 5, 15, and 25, 

wherein a data description manager to pass the metadata resulting from the 
parsing and an associated content to an information integrator using an extensible 
markup language (XML) ; See Figs. 2-3; Abstract; [0162-164]; [0174-0175]; [0325]; 
[0465]; [0474-0475]. 

As to claims 7, 17, and 27, 

wherein the content is associated with one or more metadata descriptions; See

Response to Arguments 

Firstly, Applicant argues that the modified invention of Sezan does not include a 
plurality of media sources or parsing the metadata in real-time. 



In response, Examiner maintains that Sezan discloses such as describe. 
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Sezan has a plurality of media sources such as cable tv, satellite tv, internet 
broadcasts, or any suitable source, etc.; See 2:65-67; 3:1-15; 7:50-67. 

Sezan is deemed to disclose parsing in real-time wherein the tv signal is deemed 
to be sent in real-time and parsed then and also when the user select an option that 
option is generated real-time and dynamically; See 9:63-67; 1 1 :43-50. 

Lastly, Applicant argues that the modified invention of Sezan does not include 
integrating menus from multiple devices. 

In response, Applicant is arguing that which is not claimed and therefore the 
Examiner has no response beyond that which is stated.
